Tim 
V  est  Riding  County  Council  provides  a 
grant  to  this  Hospital  for  necessitous 
cases. 

3.  CHILDREN. — There  is  no  special  chil¬ 
dren’s  hospital.  They  are  treated  in 
the  general  hospitals  of  the  neighbour¬ 
hood,  supported  by  voluntary  contribu 
tions. 

4.  ORTHOPAEDIC. — There  is  no  Orthop¬ 
aedic  hospital  in  the  district. 

5.  OTHER.— Other  hospitals  in  the  district 
are:  (a)  General — Royal  Infirmary  at 
Huddersfield;  (b)  Cottage— The  Holme 
Valley  Memorial  Hospital  at  Thongs- 
bridge.  Both  these  institutions  are 
supported  by  voluntary  contributions. 

There  is  no  institutional  provision  for  urn 
married  mothers,  illegitimate  infants,  and 
homeless  children  in  the  area.

Light  Clinics  in  the  district.  School  Clinics. 
Tuberculosis  Dispensaries,  and  Venereal 
Diseases  Centres  are  under  the  management 
of  the  West  Hiding  County  Council. 


Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority. 

The  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Council 
consist  of  a  part-time  Medical  Officer  oi 
Health  and  a  part-time  Sanitary  Inspector. 
Specialised  Inspectors,  Health  Visitors,  and 
Special  Nurses  are  employed  by  the  West 
Hiding  County  Council. 


Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(a)  General.— There  is  one  District  Nurse 
resident  in  the  area  at  Lydgate.  She  is 
maintained  by  voluntary  subscriptions 
and  under  the  management  of  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  local  ladies  in  connection  with 
the  Holme  Valley  Memorial  Hospital.

— If  necessity  should 
arise  during  an  epidemic  a  nurse  would 
be  provided  by  the  West  Hiding  County 
Council. 


Midwives. 

There  is  one  District  Maternity  Nurse 
resident  in  the  area  at  Hollingreave.  She  is 
under  the  management  of  the  Ladies’  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Holme  Valley  Memorial 
Hospital. 

Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes. 

Private  cases  can  be  taken  to  the  Holme 
Valley  Memorial  Hospital,  which  is  registered 
as  a  Nursing  Home. 


Maternal  Mortality. 

The  investigation  of  maternal  deaths  and 
cases  of  puerperal  fever  is  carried  out  by  the 
local  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  conjunction 
with  the  Medical  Practitioner  in  charge  of 
the  case.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. 

During  1937  the  main  water  supply  to  the 
district  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  but 
not  in  quantity.  Owing  to  the  prolonged 
drought,  between  June  and  October  4,289,000 
gallons  of  water  had  to  be  purchased  from 
Huddersfield  Corporation  at  a  cost  of  £430. 
in  addition  to  the  usual  amount  purchased 
annually  for  the  supply  of  some  of  the  high 
levels.  Plans  for  a  water  supply  to  Victoria, 
as  mentioned  in  my  last  report,  were  gone  on 
with  and  were  to  be  put  into  operation  earlv 
in  1938. 

No  water  from  Ox  Lee  was  used  during  the 
year.  Two  samples  of  water  were  analysed 
during  the  year  and  found  to  lie  satisfactory. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  inspection  of  rivers  and  streams  is 
carried  out  by  the  W  est  Riding  Rivers  Board- 
There  has  been  one  complaint  during  the  year, 
which  was  dealt  with. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  important  alterations  or  extensions  have 
been  made  during  the  year. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

During  the  year  16  privy  middens  have  been 
converted  to  the  water  carriage  system. 
Nineteen  water  closets  have  also  been  con¬ 
structed  for  new  houses.  This  makes  the  total 
closet  accommodation  for  the  district  46<s 
privy  middens,  11  tub  closets,  21  waste  water 
closets  and  567  water  closets- 

Scavenging.

Nineteen  new  houses  have  been  erected  in 
various  parts  of  the  district  by  private  enter¬ 
prise  and  sixteen  are  in  course  of  erection  on 
the  Long  Road  Estate  at  Scholes  by  the  Local 
Authority. 


Four  further  cases  of  Overcrowding  have 
been  reported  and  ten  cases  have  been 
remedied ;  this  leaves  a  total  of  nineteen 
cases  outstanding.  Forty-live  cases  have  been 
remedied  since  the  recent  survey  of  the 
district.

Housing. 

At  the  beginning  of  1937  a  further  inspec¬ 
tion  of  unfit  houses  in  the  district  was  made. 
As  a  result  of  this,  representations  were  made 
in  respect  of  10  totally  unlit  houses  under  the 
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1936  Housing  Act.  Notices  were  served  on 
the  owners,  who  appeared  before  the  Council. 
Seven  Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  respect 
of  unfit  houses  and  three  Closing  Orders. 

The  position  at  the  end  ol  1937  in  regard  to 
these  10  houses  and  the  28  houses  previously 
dealt  with  under  the  1930  Housing  Act  was 
as  follows :  Demolition  Orders  made,  2-1 ; 
houses  demolished  in  pursuance  of  Demolition 
Orders,  14;  Demolition  Orders  outstanding, 
10;  undertakings  accepted  from  owners  to 
render  the  houses  lit,  3;  undertakings  carried 
out,  3-  Closing  Orders  made,  11 ;  houses 
closed,  7;  Closing  Orders  outstanding,  4. 

In  regard  to  the  houses  found  not  to  be 
reasonably  fit  in  all  respects  for  human 
habitation  but  capable  of  repair  at  reasonable 
cost,  these  have  all  been  dealt  with  by  in¬ 
formal  action  on  the  part  of  the  Housing 
Inspector.  During  1937  twelve  fresh  informal 
notices  were  sent  out  and  47  houses  were 
rendered  fit.  The  result  of  this  informal 
action,  commenced  in  1934  is :  Total  number 
of  Informal  Notices  served,  1934-37,  248; 

houses  rendered  fit,  181 ;  notices  outstanding, 
67.  In  regard  to  these  67  outstanding  houses, 
much  work  has  been  done,  but  the  whole  of 
the  work  required  has  not  yet  been  completed. 
I  think  this  is  a.  very  good  record  of  what  can 
be  done  by  informal  action  on  the  part  of  the 
Housing  Inspector  in  regard  to  unfit  houses 
capable  of  being  repaired  at  reasonable 
expense. 

Re-Housing. 

During  1937  sixteen  houses  were  in  course 
of  erection  at  Long  Road,  Scholes,  by  the 
Local  Authority.  These  consisted  of  four 
four-bedroom,  eight  three-bedroom ,  and  four 
two-bedroom  type,  and  were  almost  completed 
by  the  end  of  the  year.  Four  of  these  were 
Li  complete  the  original  housing  scheme  and 
the  other  twelve  to  re-house  tenants  displaced 
under  the  1936  Housing  Act  or  alternatively 
to  relievo  overcrowding. 

Shortage  of  Houses. 

I  should  still  estimate  the  shortage  ol' 
houses  to  be  about  20 — 30  working  class  houses 
at.  reasonable  rents. 

Overcrowding. 

By  the  end  of  1937  the  overcrowding  under 
the  1935  Act  in  the  district  had  been  reduced 
from  25  cases  at  the  end  of  1936  to-  15  cases  at 
the  end  of  1937.  Four  new  cases  of  over¬ 
crowding  had,  however,  been  reported  during 
the  year,  so  that  the  total  number  of  ovor- 
crowded  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  19, 
comprising  19  families  consisting  of  113 
persons.  Four  of  the  ten  cases  relieved  had 
been  accommodated  in  houses  provided  by  the 
Council. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION 
OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

Inspections  of  Farms  and  Cowsheds  are 
carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
Veterinary  Officers  of  the  W.R.C.C.  The 
condition  of  the  cows  has  been  good,  and  the 
condition  of  the  cowsheds  is  improving.  No 
Tubercular  cows  were  discovered.  There  arc 
two  accredited  milk  producers  in  the  district. 

(b)  Meat  and  other  Foods. 

All  meat  killed  in  local  slaughter  houses 
has  been  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 
as  detailed  in  His  report. 

(c)  Adulteration,  etc. 

No  action  by  tlie  Local  Authority.  The 
Officers  of  the  W.R.C.C.  attend  to  this. 

(d)  Chemical  and  Bacteriological 

Examination  of  Food. 

This  is  done  by  the  W.R.C.C.  Officers  or 
by  the  Public  Analyst,  Huddersfield. 


PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 

INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES- 
General. 

No  special  action  has  been  required  in 
regard  to  the  diseases  notifiable  under  the 
Regulations  of  29th  October,  1927. 

Pathological  and  Bacteriological  specimens 
are  sent  to  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
Laboratory  at  V  akefield,  when  necessary,  by 
the  medical  practitioner  in  charge  of  the  case. 

No  vaccinations  have  been  performed  by 
the  Local  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under 
the  Public  Health  Regulations,  1927. 

The  premises  occupied  by  all  eases  of 
infectious  disease  and  all  articles  exposed  to 
infection  are  disinfected  by  the  Local 
Authority  after  removal  or  cure  of  the  case. 

Non-Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases. 

There  was  a  widespread  Influenza  epidemic 
during  January.  Most  of  the  cases  fortunately 
were  of  a  mild  type,  but  three  deaths  were  due 
to  this  disease. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Disease. 

Only  seventeen  eases  of  infectious  disease 
were  notified  during  the  year,  compared  with 
35  cases  in  1936  and  31  in  1935.  These  were 
comprised  as  follows:  Scarlet  Fever,  10; 
Pneumonia,  4;  Diphtheria,  2;  and  Erysipelas  1. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Five  of  the  10  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were 
amongst  adults.  Two  of  the  five  school 
children  suffering  from  the  disease  attended 
schools  outside  the  district.  There  was  one 
ease  at  the  Leas  Homes.  All  the  eases  were 
isolated  in  hospital  and  all  recovered. 
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Pneumonia. 

Three  of  the  four  cases  of  Pneumonia  were 
of  the  Influenza  type. 


Prevention  of  Blindness. 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  Section  66 
of  the  Public  Health  Amendment  Act,  1925. 


Diphtheria. 

One  of  the  two  cases  of  Diphtheria  was  a 
case  of  mixed  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever 
in  an  adult.  The  other  case  was  a  child  undei 
school  age  who  had  not  been  immunised. 

During;  September  I  held  a  clinic  at  the 
Scholes  Council  School  for  children  attending 
any  school  in  the  district  or  children  under 
school  age,  and  immunised  11  children. 
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Opthalmic  Neonatorum. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  this  disease. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

There  was  one  fresh  case  of  Tuberculosis 
notified  during  1937,  of  pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis.  There  was  no  death  from  Tuberculosis 
in  1937.

Births. 

Sixty -one  births  have  been  registered  during 
the  year,  of  which  27  were  males  and  34 
females.  Three  of  these  births— two  males 
and  one  female — were  illegitimate.  This  gives 
a  birth  rate  of  14.72  per  1,000  population, 
compared  with  a  birth  rate  of  14.9  for  England 
and  Wales.  This  is  the  best  birth  rate  there 
has  been  in  the  district  for  some  years. 

There  were  six  still  births,  four  males 
and  two  females.  One  of  these  males  was 
illegitimate. 

Deaths. 

Sixty-seven  deaths  were  registered  during 
the  year,  of  which  36  were  males  and  31 
females.  This  gives  a  crude  death  rate  of 
16.17  per  1,000  persons.  The  adjusted 
death  rate  is  18.43,  compared  with  a  death 
rate  of  12.4  for  the  whole  of  England  and 
Wales. 

Eighteen  of  these  deaths  occurred  outside 
the  district  of  persons  belonging  to  the  dis¬ 
trict.  and  were  transferred  into  the  district 
for  burial.  Eight  deaths  took  place  in  Public 
Institutions. 

Ages  at  Death. 

Thirty-four  of  the  67  deaths  were  in  persons 
over  the  age  of  65  years,  and  20  in  persons 
aged  between  45  and  65  years. 

Causes  of  Death. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Heart 
Disease,  21 ;  other  Circulatory  Diseases  and 
Cancer,  8  each ;  Nephritis,  7 ;  Influenza  and 
Congenital  Malformations,  3  each. 

Infant  Mortality. 

There  were  three  deaths  amongst  infants 
under  one  year  of  age,  all  males,  and  all 
legitimate.  This  gives  an  infant  mortality 
rate  of  49.18  per  1,000  live  births,  compared 
with  a  rate  of  58  for  England  and  Wales. 
All  three  deaths  were  due  to  Prematurity  or 
Congenital  Malformations. 


There  has  been  one  death  due  to  childbirth 
from  causes  other  than  Puerperal  Sepsis.  This 
gives  a  total  maternal  mortality  rate  of  14-92 
per  1,000  total  (live  and  still)  births,  compared 
with  a  total  maternal  mortality  rate  of  3.11 
for  England  and  Wales.  The  comparable 
rates  for  deaths  from  puerperal  causes  other 
than  Puerperal  Sepsis  are  14.92,  compared 
with  2.17  for  England  and  Wales.
